Mrs. Annie T. Florence, widow of 
the comedian, William J . Florence, Is 


ill, and little hope for her recov ery is 
entertained by her relativ es, say s the 
Brookly n Eagle. 
Mrs. Florence, who married How'ard 
^ov eney , the English actor, thirteen 
y ears ago, is now 76 y ears old. 
She 
Is suffering from Bright’s disease, and 
it was said Friday that she was con­ 
scious only at times, and ev en then 
unable to recognize her friends. 
Mrs. Florence was a Miss Malv ina 
Pray , and with her tw’o sisters formed 
a ballet combination. 
All three sis­ 
ters married actors. 
One of them 
married Barney Williams, w^ho was 
the most famous comedian of his day . 
Mrs. Williams is now 8 0 y ears old. 
Another married George Browne, an 
actor of Wallack’s company , who, up­ 
on retiring from the stage, opened the 
chophouse on Broadway which still 
bears his name. 
Annie, who 
became 
the wife o f 
Florence in 18 51, married him when 
she was the widow o f J oseph Little. 
W ith Florence 
she 
acted in light 
comedy , for y ears sharing honors with 
her husband in 
such 
play s as the 
•Ticket o f Leav e Man ,” “The Yan k ee 
Girl,” “ Dombey and Son” and “ Facts.” 
Mrs. Florence’s greatest hit was as 
Mrs. General Gilflo r>^ in “ The Mighty 
Dollar.” 
When Florence died, In Nov ember, 
18 9 1, it was found that he left an es­ 
tate of $100,000. 
She was at that 
time iu Europe and hurried home to 
find that she had been made 
hus­ 
band’s sole legatee and ex ecutrix . 
The will was contested by a brother 
of the dead comedian, who was chief 
of the New York p o lice fo rce. Mrs. 
Florence won, and the will was ad­ 
mitted to probate. Mrs. Flo ren ce had 
a strong ally in Howard V. Cov eney , 
who was then about 3 5 y ears old. 
When she had won the will fight Cov ­ 
eney went back to England, but re­ 
turned in 1 8 9 3 
and married her. Later 
she resumed the n ame of Florence.

toured England and Ireland with him 
in “ The Yankee Boy and the Yankee 
Girl,” sco rin g a marked sueceis.

and watch the sho w fro m apartment 
ho use windo ws, says the New' Yo rk 
Press. 
Any o ne o f a do zen reaso ns 
may be given fo r the appearance o f 
these acto rs o n the streets instead o f 
in a regularly appo inted theater. The 
fact remains, ho wever, that they make 
a fair living and amuse tho usands in 
their daily travels. They frequent the 
upper West side sectio n, as co ins are 
suppo sed to flo w mo re freely there. 
One “team” o f 
fo ur 
men makes 
mo re than a fair living. They give a 
really Interesting and humo ro us per­ 
fo rmance. One o f them is a juggler, 
ano ther is an acro bat, the third is a 
musical co median and the fo urth acts 
as the o rchestra and mo ney co llecto r. 
The juggler carries a wo o den bo x 
co ntaining his juggling o utfit, while 
the acro bat carries the stage, co n­ 
sisting o f a large rug, ro lled under his 
arm. 
The musical co median has a 
large drum slung o ver his sho ulder. 
On each side o f the drum a drumstick 
is attached, while o n the to p are cym­ 
bals. A lo ng ro pe reaching do wn to 
the man’s sho es is attached to bo th 
the drumsticks and the cymbals.
